za’s letter disclosing the existence of a 
Spanish spy system in this country aroused 
great indignation and Canada will be re- 
quested, under the neutrality laws, to expe] 
Carranza and his spies from that dominion. 

International lawyers consulted on the 


subject agree that under the neutrality 


jaws, Spanish subjects engaged in such a 
business are as repugnant to the neutrality 
laws as a Spanish warship would be in a 
neutral harbor. Canada may act independ- 
ently and expel Carranza in acordance with 
the desire of the United States and negotia- 
tions to that end are progressing, under the 
guidance of Sir Julian Pauncefote. 

Carranza shows by his statements that he 
has kept in close touch with American af- 
fairs and also discloses some valuable™in= 
formation regarding the Spanish govern- 
ment. His infimation that the Cadiz fleet 
jntends to bombard the New England coast 
was of sufficient importance to warrant the 
withdrawal of the scout ships St. Paul and 
Yale from Sampson’s squadron and order 
them to patrol duty along the New Eng- 
land shores. Further developments are ex- 
pected in connection with the Spanish spy 
system, as secret service officials have sev- 
eral suspects under shadow. 

British Government Will Act. 

It is expected the British government will 
call the attention vr the Spanish govern- 
ment to the undesirability of having 
Messrs. Carranza and Dubosc remain 
in Canada any longer, as their relations 
are ‘obviously so hostile to the United 
States. This, however, may become un- 
necessary if the Spanish officials withdraw 
from Canada at once, as there appears to 
be no disposition tu promcute them or to 
give them an enforced expulsion so long as 
they are willing to close their operations 
and depart. 

The British statutes as well as those of 
Canada have specific provision aga‘nst the 
use of British or Canadian territory by 
foreigners temporarily seeking asylum there 
as the base of hostile operations against 
countries with which Great Britain and her 
colonies are at peace. 

About a week ago an effort was made 
by the Spanish officials to enlist the sym- 
pathy of the British embassy here with an 
alleged British subject imprisoned at 
Tampa, who it is now believed is the Span- 
ish spy alluded to in Lieutenant Carran- 
za’s letter. A Canadian lawyer arrived here 
last Sunday and made a personal appeal 
to Sir Julian Pauncefote to intervene in 
behalf of the man imprisoned at Tampa. 

Ambassador Was Suspicious. 

There was suspicious circumstances con- 
nected with the case and before acting the 
ambagsador asked for a specific recital 
of all the facts. These were not forthcom- 
ing, and the case was not pushed. When 
the Carranza letter appeared stating that 
one of his spies had been,caught at Tampa 
it became apparent for the first time that 


‘the efforts toward intervention were de- 


eigned to secure the release of this spy. 

Aside from the official action of the 
Eritish government, it is quite likely that 
the Canadian officials will take some action 
against Carranza and Dubose under the 
Canadian statutes, 

When Sir Louis Davies, minister of ma- 
rine of the Canadian cabinet, was here re- 
cently he spoke of the determination of 
the Canadian authorities to malntain the 
strictest neutrality and to see that the 
Carranza party did not use Canada as a 
base for any hostile operations against the 
United States. He referred to the difti- 
culty in making out a specific case against 
them, saving thet it was.not enough to pre- 
sent mere suspicion. He said, however, 
that if such a case was secured the Cana- 
dian authorities would act promptly in put- 
ting an end to the abuse of hospitality 
shown by the Spanish officiais. 

The Carranza letter furnishes just such a 
case as Sir Louis Davies referred to and 
leaves no doubt that the dominion govern- 
ment as well as the authorities in London 
will see that the Carranza-Dubosc party no 
longer abuse thcir residence in Canada 
by moking it the headquarters for a spy 
system and a base of information for Gen- 
eral Blanco, Aémiral Cervera and the au- 
then tes at seu : 


DEATH OF CAPTAIN. GRIDLEY |

INJURIES CAUSED HIS DEATH

Was on His Way Home on a Vessel 
When He Died—Sketch of the 
Brave Man. — 


Washington, June 5.—Captain Charles V. 
Gridley, cormander of the crulser Olympia, 
and one of the heroes of the brilliant vic- 
tory at Manila, is dead. The annowncement 
of his death was received by the navy 
department late this afternoon in a cable- 
gram. from Paymaster Galt, of the navy, 
dated Kobe, Japan, June 4th, and directed 
to Secretary Long. The dispatch contained 
this simple statement: 

“Captain Gridley died today. Remains 
accompany me on Coptic.” 

As the commander of Admiral Dewey’s 
splendid flagship and one of the Ameri- 
ean’s chief advisers, Captain Gridley 
achieved distinction at the battle of Manila 
bay and added to his laurels by winning 
high praise from his superiors in the ser- 
vice for distinguished. gallantry and abil- 
ity. It was not known for several weeks 
after the engagement that Captaim Gridley 
had suffered from it, and even now the 
precise nature of his a is not dis- 
closed. 

Captain Gridley leaves a\ wife and three 
children, two daughters and a son, who 
are now residing with Mrs. Gridley’s fath- 
er, Judge Vincent,at Erie, Pa. His mother, 
Mrs. Ann Eliza dley, and his brother, 
Lucius, reside in this city, the former being 
a clerk in the patent office and the latter 
an employee in the treasury department. 
All of the relatives were notified of his 
death as soom as the information reached 
the navy department 

His Service in the Navy. 

Captain Gridley was born in Longansport, 
Ind.. in 1845, but was appointed to the naval 
atidemy from Hillsdale, Mich., in 180 by 
Representative Henry Waldon. The Grid- 
leys remaved from Indiana to Michigan 
when their son Charles was only three 
months old. Under ordinary circumstances 
the class of 1860 would have been graduated 
in 1864, but the necessities of the civil war 


advanced it one year. 

On October 1, 1863, young Gridley was 
promoted to ensign and ordered to the 
steam sloop Oneida, then to the west gulf 
blockading squadron, in which squadron 
he remaimed until the close of the war. He 
Was in the battle of Mobile bay on August 
5, 1864, where his cooiness and bravery 
were noted. After the war ended he was 
assigned to the steam slcop Brooklyn, which 
was the flagship of the Brazilian squadron 
with which he served until 1867, being pro- 
moted to master in 1868. A year later he 
was again promoted to Heutenant and on 
March 2, 1868, was again promoted and 
commissioned as lieutenant commander. 

In 1870 he was assigned to the steamer 
Michigan (fourth rate) where he served 
two years. Early in 1873 he was assigned 
to the Monongahela (second rate) serving 
one year,.and in February, 1875, was de- 
tailed as instructor at the naval academy 
at Annapolis, where he remained four 
years, serving during the summer cruis¢cs 
of 1877 and 1878 as executive officer of the 
practice ship Constellation. In 179 he 
Was made executive officer of the United 
States ship Trenton. on the European 3t2- 
tion, serving from 1879 to i881. March 10, 
1882, he Was promoted to commander, and 
during that summer was on duty at the 
torpedo station. From October, 1882, to 
February,1884, he was chief navigator officer 
at the Boston navy yard. On February i, 
1884, he was employed to command the 
training ship Jamestown, and on May il, 
1886, waS detached therefrom and was or- 
dered to commend the training ship Ports- 
mouth. From June to.November, 1886, he 
was the senior officer of the cruising train- 
ing squadron, In July, 1887, he was in- 
spector of the Tenth lighthouse district 
and stationed at Buffalo, where he. served 
until October, 1891. From then to July, 
1892, he was assigned to the command of 
the Marion, and on July 10th was detached 
from that ship as inspector of the light- 
house district with headquarters at Buf- 
falo. In March, 1897, while commanding 
the receiving ship Richmond, at League 
island, was ordered to the Asiatic squad- 
ron, and on July 27, 1897, was assigned to 
command the Olympia.

HOW HOBSON PLA NEI AND 
EXECUTED HIS DARING DEED 


Young Lieutenant Was Cool and Calm as He Arranged for 
His Desperate Deed, and It Was with a Steady 
Hand He Carried It Out Without Fear.

nel leading into the habor was completely blocked early Friday morning when the United States collier Merri- 


mac was sunk across its entrance. lt is now impossible for the Spaniards to get out, and it ts equally impossible 


for any vessels to get into the harbor, therefore, the Spanigh first-class armored cruisers Maria Teresa, Cristobal Co- 
lon, Vizcaya and Almirante Oquendo, with the two torpedo boat destroyers Furor and Pluton, are no longer of any 
use to Spain. ; 

Lieutenant Hobson started on his daring errand at 3 o’clock Friday morning. The Merrimac was lying to the 


westward, and under cover of the clouds over the moon, she stole in toward the coast, making her way to the east- 


ward, followed by a steam launch. 


From the crowded decks of the New York nothing could be seen of the Merrimac after she had got — 
the shadow of the hills. For half an hour officers and men strained their eyes peering into the gloom, when, sud- 
denly, the flash of a gun streamed out from Morro castle and then all on board the New York knew the Merrimac 
was nearing her end. The guns from the Spanish battery opposite Morro castle answered quickly with more flashes, 


and for about twenty minutes, flashes of fire seemed to leap across the harbor entrance. 
The flagship was too far away to hear the reports, and when the firing ceased it was judged that Hobson 


had blown up the Merrimac. For’an ‘hour the anxious watchers waited for daylight, Rear Admiral Sampson and 


Captain Chadwick remaining on the bridge of the New York throughout the night. 
Then Cadet Powell, who was in command of the steam yacht, returning, reported that he had 


clearly seen the [errimac’s masts sticking up just where Hobson hoped to sink her—north of the 


Estrella battery and well past the guns of Morro. But of the heroes who had penned the Spaniards 


in there was not a sound or sign. 


Rear Admiral Sampson said: 
“I am pretty sure the attempt was quite successful. I hope all those brave fellows are not captured.” 
Cadet Powell, in making his report, said he believed the torpedoes previously fixed about the Merrimac were 


exploded as planned, as Lieutenant Hobson was well up in the harbor before the Spaniards opened fire on the 


Merrimac. 
What actually happened on board the Merrimac may never be known until Hobson tells it himself, but a good 
opinion can be formed from what the lieutenant said jugt before leaving the flagship. He remarked: 
“I shall go right into the harbor until about 400 yards past the Estrella battery, which is behind Morro castle. 


I Go not think they can sink me before I reach somewhere near that point. The Merrimac has 7,000 tons buoyan- 


| cy, and I shall keep her at full speed ahead. She can make about ten knots. When the narrowest part of the 


channel] is reached I shall put her helm hard a-port, stop the engines, drop the anchors, open the sea connections, 
touch off the torpedoes and leave the Merrimac a wreck, lying athwart the channel, which is not as broad as the 
Merrimac is long. There are ten eight-inch improvised torpédoes below the water line on the Merrimac’s port side. 
They are placed on her side against the bulkheads and the vital spots and are connected with each other by a 


wire under the ship’s keel. Each torpedo is also connected with the bridge, and they should do their work in a 


minute, and it wil be quick work cven if done in a minute and a quarter. 
HOBSON DESCRIBES CONTEMPLATED ESCAPE. 
“On the deck there will be four men and myself. In the engine room there will be two other men, and all of us 
will be in our underclothing, with revolvers and ammunition in watertight packing strapped around our waists. 
Forward, there will be a man on deck and around his waist will be a line, the other end of the line being made 


fast to the bridge on which I wiil stand. When I stop the engines I shall jerk this cord and he will thus get the sig- 


nal to cut the lashing which will be holding the forward anchor. He will then jump overboard and swim to the 


The dingy is full of life buoys and is unsinkable.

June 5.—(Special.)—Not- 
withstanding the warlike deveiopments 
at Santiago and the announcement 
from the war office that invasion of Cuba 
is intendeq during the present week. per-

A distinguished naval officer stated yes- 
terday that the demonstration at Santiago 
will be followed by overtures for peace by 
Spain, delinquishing control of Cuba ana 
Porto R'co in return for the withdr: awal of 
the American forces from the Philippines. 
The tardiness of the Spanish and American 
fleets in engaging in hostilities is cited as 
evidence that President McKinley and the 
queen regent have not abandoned the hope 
of @ peaceful settlement within the next 
few weelis. On the other hand. the war 
perty in this country contends that is is 
too late to retrace the steps taken to occu- 
py the Philippines, and the invasion of 
Cuba and Porto Rico. They point to the 
movement of troops from San Francisco 
and Tampa within the past few days to 
show that a vigorous war is to be waged, 
all reports to the contrary notwithstanding, 

It is positively asserteq at the war office 
that the invasion of Santiago will take 
place Wednesday or Thursday of’ the pres- 
ent week; in the meantime Nava] Construe- 
tor Hobson and his shipmates, now held as 
prisoners of war at Santiago, will be ex- 
changed. An attack by Sampson will not 
occur until Hobson and his brave follow- 
ers are safely within American lines. 


Official Notice.: 


The navy department gave out an official 
bulletin this afternoon confirming the re- 
port of the sinking of the collier Merrimac 
in the harbor of Santiago. The work was 
accomplished under the direction of Naval 
Constructor Hobson and seven volunteers. 
After accomplishing the work, Hobson and 
his men were captured by the Spanish ad- 
miral, who agreed to treat the Americans 
as prisoners of war and exchange them for 
the same number of Spanish prisoners now 
at Atlanta.

TODAY'S PRIMARY WILL DECIDE 
the gubernatorial contest and settle the 
question of succession for the next two 
and probably four years. 

It is the first time in the histofy of the 
state that all the counties have acted on 
the same day. By midnight and probably 
by 10 o'clock tonight the result will be 
hnown. 

A review of the situation all over the 
state made by conservative men last night 
left no room for doubt about the resgit 
of the contest for governor. If ever’ a 
race appeared to be one-sided, this contest 
for governor is the one. Leaving out every 
possible doubtful county, Colonel Allen D. 
Candler seems to have a large majority 
of the counties and the delegates. His 
friends are absolutely confident of his 
nomination. They could not figure out any- 
thing yesterday but success for him over 
both his opponents. 

The friends of the combine candidates 
were elated over the prospect of damage 
to Colonel Candler in remote counties by 
the charges that he was a liquor candidate, 
These charges, which Colonel Candler and 
the ministers of the gospel exploded #90 
promptly, were sent out broadcast over 
the state in circular form, But the prohi- 
bitionists, as in Morgan eounty, resented 
the effort made by anti-prohibitionists to 
use their cause for campaign purposes, 

The Butler circular ifsued from Madison, 
Morgan county, showed that the anti-pro- 
hibitionists were the ones who.were cir- 
culating the charge that Candler was the 
candidate of the liquer dealers’ associa> 
tion. 

Mr. Butler, who is one of the most ex- 
treme prohibitionists in the state, dée- 
nounced the sham attack as infamous. 

Rev. Sam Jones investigated the charges

THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION MAY COME UP 


House and Senate Must Agree on the 
War Revenue Bill Before Any- 
thing Can Be Done Finally. 


Washington, June 5.—The senete was so 
date Betting *hrough with the war revenue 
Bill Saturauy as to prevent any consul- 
tation looking to a programme for this 
Week. The only positive indicatiors arg 
that much of the time will be given to the 
€ppropriation bills, which have been en- 
tirely neglected since the revenue bill was 
taken up. There are three of the appro- 
priation bills in conference, all about ready 
to be presented to the senate on conference 
reports. 

These dre the sundry civil, the Indian and 
the postoffice biils. 

All present some differences between the 
houses and each of them will unquestion- 
ably be made the basis of more or-iess 
debate. There are many items of general 
importance connected with the sundry 
civil bill and it may consume a day or 
two of the: senate’s time. 

The census bill will also receive atten- 
tion if opportunity is offered. There is a 
general desire to provide for the taking 
of tthe next census before adjourning thie 
session and the hepe is now expressed 
by the friends of the measure thut the 
committee bill will be accepted without 42 
great deal of debate. The quarantine bill 
also occupies a promitient plaice on the 
calendar and may be considered. 3 

Whether the Hawaiian question « will 
come up will depend largely on the action 
of the house. .The general understanding 
among senators is that the Newlands an- 
nexation resolution will be acted upon 
by the house during the week,-but that the 
action will come in time for the senate 
to take up the same measure this week 
is doubted even by the best friends of 
Hawaii in that body. The opponents of 
annexation still insist that there will be 
no serious actlon by the senate during 
this session, but they agree that it will 
certainly come.-to the front again, especial- 
ly if the hquse acts. The prophesy that 
in that event they will soon be able to make 
it so evident that final action is out of the 
question” that the friends of annexation 
will themsel\es be willing to suspend the 
contest until the short session next- win- 
ter. | 
~~" Conference on Revenue Bill. ° 

The conference on the revenue Dill be- 
tween the two houses wil] be inaugurated 
during the week, but how long it will con- 
tinue, or what the result will be, there is 
as yet no indication from any source. The 
senate conferees announce themselves, as 
very determined to stand for most of their 
amendments and they, profess to believe 
that the house will yield on a majority 
on the ground that the senate gave more 
attention to details than did the house, 
On the more important amendments, such 
as those\dealing with the bonds, the tea, 
the seigniorage and ‘ithe inheritance tax, 
to say nothing of many others inserted to 
please individual senators, differences are 
quite certain to arise. 

These the finance committee count upon 
and are quite prepared to meet. 

All parties are cointing cn the general 
desir2 for adjournment io assist materially 
in each consideration and each man hopes 
this interest.,will help his cause by insur- 
ing acceptonce tv avoid delay in. getting 
away. A majority of senators stiil count 
upon reaching the end of the session by 
the Ist of July, and some place the date 
much eeriier, but all admit that their op n- 
jons are mcre conjecture. It is impossible 
to speak in any wise definitely as to this 
matter until the Hawaiian question shall 
have had an airing and the war revenue bill 
shall be definitely disposed of. In the 
meantinie the progress of the war may 
raise other questions. So far, however, a3 
can be seen now, the prescet month ought 
to and probably will wyness the jinal ad- 
jourrment. : 

House Will Be Busy. 

The war revenue bill, as it passed the 
senate, will ke presented to the hcuse when 
it meets tomorrow. The desire of Chair- 
man Dingley and the majority members 
of the weys and means comm1..ttee 1s to 
gend the bill to conference, at once and not 
delay it by debate... In accord with this 
desire the committee on rules probably 
will report immediately a rule indentical 
witn the resolution which Mr. Dingley in- 
troduced ias+ wees, to provide for a mo- 
tion to d'sagree to the senate amendments 
and request conference. This motion will 
prevail w-thcut debate and conferences 
will be namedg. 

At present there is an understanding 
that the Hawaiian resolutions, providing 
for annexation, are to be considered in the 
house before session adjournment. Just 
when and how the consideration shall pro- 
ceed has not been determined. A large 
element wants it to come immediately af- 
ter the revenue bill is sent to conference 
and is anxious to have the matter dis- 
posed of pending the report of the revenue 
bill from conference. Another element be- 
lieves annexation should wait until after 
the revenue bill has passed so as to avoid 
al) possibility of complicating the situa- 
tion. 

Appropriation bills wil! occupy much 
attention. The conferees upon the gundry 
civil bill havé reached an ugreement upbn 
about four-fifths of the measure, but ean- 
not agree upon the remainder without tak- 
ing the sentiment of their respective hous- 
es, and it is probable that a report setting 
forth their agreements and differences will 
be made this week. 

Progress. upon the Indian, postoffice and 
District of Columbia bil’s has been made, 
and they may be expected at any time from 
conference. The general deficiency bill, 
which has not been reported to the house, 
will be he'd back until the end of the 
session is in sight. The report to accom- 
pany the general banking and currency 
bill is ‘expected to be eubmitted to the 
committee on Wednesday and the bill will 
be sent to the house later in the week: 
A measure of importance that is likely to 
come up during the week is the quarantine 
- bill, proposing to amend the quarantine 
laws and give the federal authorities en- 
larged jurisdiction on quarantines against 
infectious and ep'demic diseases. It pro- 
poses to make supreme federal rules and 
regulations.

Bish- 
op Candler preached a sermon that was 
exceptionally fine even for him, and that 
is saying a good deal, as all who have 
heard the bishop can. testify. The board 
of trustees, together with some of the 
most prominent men of the Methodist con- 
ference, occupied prominent seats. The 
music for the oecasion was exceptionally 
good and added to the enjoyableness of the 


service, 

Bishop Candler read ag his first lesson 
the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah and the 
first chapter of Paul’s Epistle to the Gala- 
tians for the second lesson. The text was 
found in the eighth verse of the first 
chapter of the Epistle to the’ Galatians: 
“But though we are an angel from heaven 
preaching other gospel into you, then that 
which, we have preached unto you, let him 


be accursed.” 
Outline of the Sermon. 


The bishop stated in the outset that the 
epistle: to the Galatians was undisputed 
even by the most severe critics. He then 
gave Martin Luther’s view of it. 

Secondly, he depicted the character of 
the people to whom this epistle was writ- 
ten, as excitable, ardent and inconstant. 

The next step was to take up the charac- 
ter of the author of the epistle. Paul was 
shown not to be given to exaggeration. 
Paul was stating the everlasting truth and 
not anathematizing a new playing at Ju- 
daism. 

The opposition to a crucified Savior was 
discussed under the following heads: 

1. The human mind makes a bulky God. 

2. The same seen in Christ’s personal 
ministry. 

3. The difficulty in apostolic times. 

4. But acrucified Messiah is the only 
revelation of God. A treatment shows god 
as nothing else. He shows the Father— 
show us the father and it sufficeth us, 

The rest of the sermon discussed the 
hopes and possibilities of man: Salvation 
through Christ was shown to be the only 
hope of man.

Drunken Negroes Drew Knives and 
Pistols on a Street Car—Police 
Reserve Called Out. 

What came near being a -riot occurred 
Saturday night at the corner of East 
Fair and Grant streets. Knives and pistols 
were drawn and but for the coolness of 
Mr. E. M. St. Clair and James Means there 

would have been serious trouble. 

The affair grew out of the quarrel'of two 
half-drunken negroes as to which should 
have the privilege of paying the fare on a 
Decatur car of a dusky damsel. William 
Blake, a small negro, became angry be- 
cause another negro wanted to pay the fare 
of a negro woman whom he was escorting 
home and he drew a knife just as the trol- 
ley car reached the corner of Grart and 
Fair streets. Both negro men used profane 
language and tne conductor, James Means, 
interfered and told them they must leave 
the car. They refused to do so, one of them 
drawing a pistol and the other exhibiting 
a knife. White passengers went to the as- 
sistarice of the conductor and this led sey- 
eral negroes in the car to show signs of 
helping the two negro men. 

William Blake was hurled from the car 
and fell into the hands of E. M. St. Clair, 
who held him until the row was quelled. 
In the meantime some one telephoned to 
the police barracks and the reserve made 
a run with Captain Jennings in the wagon. 

Blake was the only negro captured, the 
others having made their escape before the 
arrival of the police reserve, Blake’s left 
eye was nearly knocked out when he was 
put off the car. 

The affair will be investigated in the po- 
lice court this afternoon.
